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Mr. Eastman Goes to Washington 

Chapman law professor and anti-gay marriage activist John Eastman stars in a House-committee vaudeville act 



I f John Eastman’s appearance at the 
June 4 U.S. House of Representatives 
Ways and Means Committee hearing on 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) mischief 
against right-wing 
political groups had 
been sponsored by 
DreamWorks SKG, 
movie advertise¬ 
ments would have 
proclaimed, “Exhila¬ 
rating,” “Walloping 
Fun,” “Two Thumbs 
Up” and, “Sure 
Academy Nominee 
for Best Actor.” 

When Eastman—a 
Chapman University 
law professor. National Organization for 
Marriage (NOM) chairman and repeated, 
losing candidate for public office—speaks, 
it’s almost always theatrical. The 53-year- 
old activist doesn’t need makeup. He’s natu¬ 
rally equipped with deer-in-the-headlights 
eyes and a round, pale face that easily turns 
crimson; when combined with his prema¬ 
ture white hair, he has the look of an eccen¬ 
tric, aged cherub. 

But it’s Eastman’s oratory that’s most 
entertaining. He claims he’s living in an 
apocalyptic setting in which, as with any 
good summer blockbuster, good confronts 
evil. In the frequent AM-Christian-radio 
pontificator’s mind, he’s a fearless warrior 
for righteousness. Though he’s presumably 
not yet armed with an AR-15, his arsenal is 
loaded with cash donations (more on that 
in a moment) and what he sees as impen¬ 
etrable logic. 

From his perch atop NOM, Eastman 
suggests gay marriage threatens the 
survival of humans, whose ranks have 
more than doubled on the planet since 
1960. During a March NPR interview, 
he asserted that expanding marriage 
would destroy the one institution that “is 
uniquely capable of producing children.” 

It takes a shameless scoundrel, especially 
for a man who wraps himself in a schol¬ 
arly wardrobe, to try to convert a debate 
over marriage equality into a hysterical, 
non sequitur question about whether civi¬ 
lization wants to exterminate itself But 
Eastman isn’t just a professor. He’s also a 
would-be Republican politician who has 
been trounced in efforts to become Califor¬ 
nia’s Attorney General, a race in which he 
called for armed revolution if gay couples 
are allowed to marry. 

Eastman’s self-promoting, gay-loathing 
instincts likely landed him at the House 
hearing on the IRS. Congressman Dave 
Camp (R-Michigan) called the session to 
hear testimony from—and I’ll quote from 
the official notice—“organizations that were 
targeted as a part of the Internal Revenue 
Service’s practice of discriminating against 
applicants for tax-exempt status based on 
their personal beliefs.” Eastman’s NOM 


isn’t on that list; the group sailed through 
the tax-exempt application process. 

But something happened in the 18 days 
between Camp’s mid-May notice and the 
June hearing. The show got revamped, 
and the OC professor known for lobbing 
political grenades was not only flown into 
Washington, D.C., as a witness for a topic 
he couldn’t address, but he was oddly given 
top billing, as well. 

Deviating from the hearing topic, East¬ 
man used the national stage to largely 
rehash an almost-18-month-old complaint 
that someone in the IRS leaked the confi¬ 
dential-donors portion of NOM’s 2008 tax 
return to the Human Rights Campaign, and 
the pro-gay and lesbian rights group then 
posted that information on the Internet. 
Saying he didn’t want any public confusion 
about events. Representative Paul Ryan 
(R-Wisconsin) asked the professor if he had 
“proof” someone in the IRS committed “a 
felony” against his group. 

“That’s correct,” replied Eastman while 
relying on wishful thinking, a standard 
somewhat beneath clear and convincing. 
The professor claims his proof is that the 
supposedly leaked tax return has an IRS 
receipt stamp. In his prepared statement to 
the committee, he asserted that the stamp 
proves the document “originated fl:-om 
within the IRS,” and therefore, its public 
revelation must have been “a willful, unau¬ 
thorized disclosure” committed to harm 
pro-traditional-marriage efforts. 

Never mind the fact that a group can 
obtain a copy of its return with the IRS 
stamp and thus someone inside NOM also 
could have leaked the stamped document. 
Eastman’s sinister assertion has been con¬ 
tradicted by a prominent NOM ally. Maggie 
Gallagher, co-founder and the original chair 
person of the group’s national board, used 
her National Review blog on May 10 to 
explain what really happened. 

“You may recall that a low-level [IRS] 
employee also released NOM’s private tax- 
return information to a guy claiming to be a 
NOM employee, who then posted it on the 
Internet,” Gallagher wrote. 

That plausible explanation robs Eastman 
of his IRS conspiracy theory and wasn’t 
mentioned during the House hearing, dur¬ 
ing saccharine FOX News interviews or in 
the group’s plentiful direct-mail cries for 


donations to combat the alleged evil plot 
against them from within Barack Obama’s 
federal government. 

Instead, Eastman doubled down on the 
victimization act. The supposed IRS con¬ 
spiracy was designed to subject the group’s 
secret donors to harassment, cripple fund¬ 
raising efforts and make gay marriage legal, 
according to the professor. Given that he 
failed to elaborate on a single instance of 
that alleged harassment. Representative 
Tom Price (R-Pennsylvania) probably 
thought he was doing NOM a favor by 
asking Eastman to explain “how the [tax- 
return leaked] donors had been harassed.” 

The professor again suspiciously didn’t— 
couldn’t?—name a single instance to sup¬ 
port his contention. He began his reply by 
saying he’d “first” describe the harassment 
anti-gay marriage supporters allegedly 
endured half a decade ago during the Prop¬ 
osition 8 battle in California. He ended his 
remarks two minutes later without answer¬ 
ing Price’s question. 

But perhaps Eastman’s biggest deceit 
at the hearing was casting NOM as law- 
abiding. For years, the group has flagrantly 
ignored long-established state laws requir¬ 
ing disclosure of major political financial 


activities. In 2008, for example, NOM 
spent almost $2 million to overturn Maine’s 
gay-marriage law and, unlike its campaign 
opponents, refused to file accurate reports 
for public inspection. The tactic caused 
Laguna Beach gay-rights activist and for¬ 
mer Ronald Reagan campaign adviser Fred 
Karger, head of Rights Equal Rights, to file 
a complaint. 

Eastman claims NOM’s political donors— 
people such as Mitt Romney and groups 
including the Mormon Church—should be 
veiled in secrecy on par with the National 
Association for the Advancement of Col¬ 
ored People’s (NAACP) Alabama member¬ 
ship list that the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
in the 1950s could be confidential in part 
because police and white supremacists 
were savagely beating and murdering 
NAACP activists. More than a half-dozen 
times, the ethics commission and Supreme 
Court, as well as a federal appellate judge, 
have forcefully rejected NOM’s prepos¬ 
terous attempt to equate its situation to 
civil-rights-era violence. Tellingly, even the 
Republican-controlled U.S. Supreme Court 
refuses to entertain the argument. 

When Eastman is done with his theat¬ 
rics, he should take a hint from a larger- 
than-life conservative darling. Supreme 
Court Justice Antonin Scalia observed in a 
2010 opinion, “Requiring people to stand 
up in public for their political acts fosters 
civic courage, without which democracy 
is doomed.” Scalia added that attempts to 
expand political secrecy and be “protected 
from the accountability of criticism” are 
inconsistent with a nation that hails itself as 
the “Home of the Brave.” 

For the chest-thumping, Bible-waving 
Chapman prof, Scalia’s last line must have 
felt emasculating.

n paper, it seemed like a local punk’s 
wet dream. OC’s biggest backyard 
show for Mohawk-wearing beer 
swillers had just been taken up 
about 50 notches. According to the flier, the 
2013 Punk Rock Picnic would be hosted in 
Long Beach near the Queen Mary. Doubling 
in size, it would expand to a two-day event 
featuring more than 60 bands, with a bill 
topped by headbanging demigods Danzig 
and GWAR. After five years, it seemed the 
Picnic’s finest hour had finally arrived— 
controlled chaos at its finest. 

At least, that’s what Luis Marin and his 
band mates in Santa Ana punk outfit For¬ 
eign Bodies thought when they first heard 
about it last September and convinced 
themselves to get their band on the bill. 
Despite not having an enormous follow¬ 
ing, they’d prove their worthiness by sell¬ 
ing tickets. The deal they made with the 
promoter seemed standard: Sell as many 
one- and two-day passes as they could 
and earn themselves a decent spot in a 
crazy festival alongside their immortal 
punk heroes. 

But as he banged repeatedly on the rat¬ 
tling steel door in the back alley of the 
Hardcore Industries warehouse in Irvine 
to turn in his wad of ticket money to pro¬ 
moter Steve Smith, the doubts in the back 
of Marin’s mind grew louder. It was just a 
few weeks before the festival, and things 
were looking shaky. Danzig and GWAR, 
the main reasons why the drummer even 
wanted to play in the first place, had inex¬ 
plicably dropped off the bill months ago, 
replaced by new headliners—Houston 
legends DRI and U.K. punk stalwarts Anti- 


Nowhere League. It was a decent bill, but 
nowhere near as big a deal. 

Still, Marin figured an event that man¬ 
aged to survive and thrive for five straight 
years ought to be worth the hassle. He 
banged the door again. Still nothing. 'T’d 
seen videos on YouTube, and it looked like 
there were a ton of people showing up 
every year, so we thought, 'Cool, a good 
way to get our name out there,”’ Marin 
now says. 

Three hours later, at 8 p.m., Marin was 
still waiting outside in his car for Smith to 
answer the door. After about a dozen texts 
and phone calls. Smith finally responded 
and said he’d just "dozed off.” He emerged 
from the back sporting a black shirt and 
black beanie. The two barely spoke. Smith 
simply grabbed the money from Marin— 
$750 balled up in a clear sandwich baggy— 
gave him a half-assed "Thanks,” turned 
around and shut the door. 

The next morning, Marin got a text from 
his brother telling him to check Punk Rock 
Picnic’s Facebook page. Marin hastily 
logged on to find out the event was "can¬ 
celed until further notice.” Less than 12 
hours after he had forked over the money 
paid by fans traveling from as far as Mas¬ 
sachusetts, he already had to start think¬ 
ing about how he was going to get their 
money back. Suddenly, Marin remembers, 
he tensed up at his computer as a wave of 
anger and confusion crashed over him. He 
felt ripped-off—nay, royally fucked over. 

"My first thought was 'What the hell?!,”’ 
Marin recalls. "'How do you not know 
when I’m there late at night dropping off 
money that your event is canceled?”’ - 



Sadly, Foreign Bodies weren’t the only . * 
ones who found out in mid-March that 
someone or something had put the kibosh 
on the festival. Dozens of local bands, ven¬ 
dors and thousands of ticket holders (at 
least the ones who happened to look at the 
event’s Facebook page) all saw the same 
message from Smith telling them the show 
was canceled because of a scheduling con¬ 
flict and subsequent financial dispute with 
the city of Long Beach over the deposit he’d 
given to the Queen Mary. Meanwhile, tick¬ 
ets for the festival—ranging from $35 (one 
day) to $150 (backstage, all access for both 
days)—were still being sold on the festival 
website with no mention of the cancellation 
until several days after the announcement. 

Before long, the Internet was abuzz with 
angry punks holding onto worthless tickets 
for a festival that had just reached its land¬ 
mark sixth year... or so they thought. 

What they’d actually bought were tickets 
to the first annual Punk Rock Picnic Music 
Festival, an event created by Smith that 
was separate from the one most people 
knew. The latter had two different found¬ 
ers that Smith had worked with to throw 
the original Picnic for the previous three 
years. On paper, the two fests were almost ' . 
indistinguishable. It’s clear that many of the . 
sponsors and bands seemed to align this 
event with past Punk Rock Picnics thrown . ' .' 

at Irvine Lake, Hidden Valley Park and 
Oak Canyon Ranch. Only instead of bloody

f hree months after losing almost 
$1,000 on his vendor slot at the 
mysteriously vanishing festival, 
Gregg White is sipping a foamy 
craft lager at an oak table inside Con¬ 
gregation Ale House in downtown Long 
Beach. The owner of mom-and-pop 
punk label Vacant Lot Entertainment 
sifts through a copy of his small-claims 
lawsuit against Smith. Also in his pile 
of papers are dozens of email and 
Facebook exchanges in which Smith 
promises to refund the money for his 
vendor booth, along with loose business 
invoices, blog articles on Punk Rock 
Picnic, and a letter from a producer 
from reality-TV court show Judge Judy. 

Days earlier, the show contacted him 
with the idea to bring Smith on camera to 
sue for damages, a shot at justice shuffled 
between Maury Povich and The Price Is 
Right. He respectfully declined. Not that 
it mattered anyway; he’d been trying to 
serve Smith with court papers for his own 
case for weeks with no luck. The promoter 
continued to 
be unrespon¬ 
sive to phone 
calls, emails 
and visits 
to his ware¬ 
house, which 
doubled as his 
business and 
his home. 

‘T can’t 
believe how 
hard this guy 
has been to 
track down. 

Kind of funny 
consider¬ 
ing he calls 
himself a 
promoter, and 
then runs and 
hides,” White 
says. “But also 
it’s frustrat¬ 
ing because all I’m trying to do is get back 
what was taken from me.” 

Even as an owner of a record label, it’s 
not in White’s nature to sue anyone for 
damages—the whole process just felt so 
very un-punk. But after months of getting 
the run-around and hearing how many 
people were being ripped off along with 
him, he knew they had to do something. 

“This guy is a real piece of work,” 
White says. “I’d rather be running my 
business right now, but instead, me and a 
lot of other people are figuring out what 
to do about the money we lost. It may not 
seem like a lot, but together, it really adds 
up quick.” 

The Punk Rock Picnic, in its original 
form, was never designed to command big 
stages, big headliners or big headaches. It 
started in Scott Litwak’s kitchen, just half- 
baked ideas sorting themselves out around 
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a table cluttered with pizza boxes and beer 
cans as he and co-founder Jim Schwab 
tried to figure out how they were going to 
allocate funds from a less-than-monstrous 
$5,000 budget Schwab had socked away, 
dollar by dollar, all year. The goal was 
to throw a party that would basically 
consist of a bunch of friends, their bands 
and maybe a few stray, crusty punkers. It 
would be a rowdy, shirt-ripping good time 
with a few decent bands corralled by some 
chain-link fencing. Not that those were 
very effective at keeping people from get¬ 
ting in for free. 

”I remember seeing video after the 
event during the early years of, like, these 
punks with big, ol’ bellies climbing up 
some crummy fence in their creepers and 
suspenders and shit and hurling them¬ 
selves over, almost breaking their necks 
to get in the show. It was crazy,” Schwab 
says between bites of melty, charbroiled 
deliciousness at TK Burger in Costa Mesa. 
Sporting a blue ballcap over his shaved 
head, he sits with Litwak on the back patio 
of the local 
burger chain, 
the walls of 
which are cov¬ 
ered with band 
stickers, as 
cars whiz by in 
the dark. EM 
pop is crack¬ 
ling over tiny 
outdoor speak¬ 
ers. Litwak, 
an OC native 
with tanned 
skin and 
close-cropped 
brown hair, 
points to the 
crudely drawn 
red, white 
and black OC 
Punk Rock 
Picnic logo on 
Schwab’s shirt 
from 2008. “The real beginning starts pre¬ 
cisely with this guy and that logo,” he says. 

Before Smith existed in either of their 
worlds, these longtime friends were figur¬ 
ing out the simple logistics of setting up 
stages, obtaining food permits, starting 
up a business bank account and becoming 
promoters. Schwab first got the idea to 
throw a full-day punk show after a friend 
of his had tried and failed. Yet, somehow, 
he and Litwak had managed to get enough 
of their friend’s bands to sell $10 tickets to 
keep this gig afioat. Despite almost getting 
shut down by the OC Sheriff’s Department 
the morning of the event, the first show at 
Irvine Lake drew about 800 people and 
began a pattern of sweaty punk revelry 
that made the Picnic unique. 

Somehow, it melded tattoo-chested 
testosterone with suburban angst, fam¬ 
ily fun and an adrenalin-filled sense of 
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togetherness. You felt electric as your 
Chucks skated across a sun-beaten lawn, 
surrounded by pop-up stages blasting 
white-knuckled aural aggression from all 
corners. By the second year, the Picnic had 
outgrown Irvine Lake and opted to move 
to Hidden Valley Park, a former amuse¬ 
ment-park area. It stayed there for two 
years until the land was buried by a tract 
of sterile apartment homes. 

In the fray of flailing punks and raucous 
bands was Smith, who had come for the 
first few years lugging gear as a roadie. A 
local punk rocker and a fan 
of what Litwak and 
Schwab were 
doing. Smith 
approached 
them in 2010, 
offering his 
services as a 
stage manager. 

He couldn’t have 
done so at a better 
time: The drain of 
logistics; expen¬ 
sive motocross 
entertainment; 
complaints over 
a lack of orga¬ 
nization; and 
false allegations 
that Finding a 
Way Foundation, 
their self-made brand 
promoting autism aware¬ 
ness, was a bogus charity. Add 
to that surly punk musicians skirting their 
contracts for ticket sales and set times, and 
it was too much for Litwak and Schwab to 
handle on their own. 

Smith had a reputation as a ball buster- 
well-connected and experienced at throw¬ 
ing shows, he took no guff backstage from 
musicians who had a tendency to disap¬ 
pear for an hour. He was exactly the kind 
of guy they needed. 

Smith was so full of charisma and pas¬ 
sion that Litwack and Schwab not only 
gave him the stage-manager gig, but they 
also made him the event’s treasurer, in 
charge of signing and receiving checks, 
as well as working with all of the vendors 
and contract companies, many of whom 
were close friends of Schwab and Litwak. 

Though the two had just met Smith, 
they were happy to accept help from a 
well-known member of the local punk 
community who seemed eager to help out. 
Besides, the Picnic never made any money 
for them to worry about anyway. What 
could possibly go wrong? 

pril Singleton and her husband, 
Barney, woke up in their Queen 
Mary hotel room on April 13, 
grabbed some coffee and gath¬ 
ered up aluminum racks of clothes from 
their rockabilly retro store, A PinUps 
Closet—corsets, vintage purses, polka dot 
dresses, tight black swimsuits a la Betty 
Page. Around 10 a.m., April looked out 
at the area near the ship called Queens 
Park, where the festival was scheduled to 
take place, and noticed that nothing had 
been set up. The park seemed empty. She 
flipped open her laptop, clicked onto the 
Punk Rock Picnic’s Facebook page and 
saw the now-infamous note from Smith 
saying the event had not only been can¬ 
celed, but sabotaged by Long Beach city 


officials, as well. 

“The city of Long Beach booked a drift 
race the same weekend that I was holding 
the Punk Rock Picnic,” Smith wrote. “It 
was going to be so loud that we wouldn’t 
be able to hear the bands play, there was 
no overflow parking at the Pike, and they 
were going to charge me another $8,000 
to advertise so that people didn’t confuse 
the car race with the Punk Rock Picnic. I 
totally got screwed.” 

“It was a shock, to say the least,” Single- 
ton now says, perched on the plush red 
couch in the back of 
her Westminster 
store, surrounded 
by ruffled, satiny 
lingerie and swim¬ 
suits. “We were 
prepared for 
a few things 
to go wrong 
that day; it’s a 
festival, after 
all. But c’mon— 
seriously?” 

In his mean¬ 
dering message. 
Smith claimed the 
Queen Mary held 
onto his $5,500 
deposit and that 
one of the bands he 
booked was refusing to 
return $2,000 he’d paid 
them in advance. Smith 
says he had no choice but 
to cancel the Picnic because it would 
have been drowned out by noise from the 
annual drift race, and that when he made 
his deposit with the city six months earlier, 
he was told no other events would conflict 
with his event. But claiming a street race 
would have a negative effect on one of the 
loudest, rudest genres of music is debat¬ 
able. “We were at the Queen Mary that 
day during the drift racing, and it totally 
wouldn’t have conflicted as far as sound,” 
Singleton says. “It’s not like he was throw¬ 
ing a freaking jazz concert out there.” 

Representatives for the docked luxury 
liner say it was Smith’s choice to cancel 
the event after an agreement had been 
reached to use the venue, though they 
declined to comment further. Accord¬ 
ing to city records. Smith apparently 
had a contract with the Queen Mary, 
which applied for a permit through the 
city (normal process for events in this 
location) on Feb. 14. On March 5, after a 
meeting with the parties involved, the 
promoter told the Queen Mary he was 
canceling his event, and Smith’s festival- 
permit application was rescinded. A 
week later, he announced the cancella¬ 
tion of the Punk Rock Picnic Music Fes¬ 
tival via Facebook, though tickets were 
still on sale days afterward on the event’s 
website through a link to ticket broker 
Purple Pass. 

A representative from Purple Pass 
later confirmed the money that had been 
made on the event through their site was 
funneled directly to Smith; all refunds 
would have to be processed through him. 
Despite willfully allowing Smith to hold 
onto the funds himself (typically ticket 
processors are required to withhold ticket 
funds from the promoter until after the 
event has taken place), a Purple Pass rep

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says the company is also considering legal 
action against Smith, “since this whole 
fiasco has caused a tremendous amount of 
problems for us as well, not to mention all 
the bad press simply for being associated 
with this.” 

But when it comes to getting refunds to 
vendors and ticket holders, most of whom 
were small businesses, Singleton and 
her husband say Smith’s claims of being 
broke and unable to pay anyone just don’t 
add up. “If my booth alone was $450, 
even if he had all the vendors who paid 
him, that would’ve covered the cost to at 
least start giving ticket-holder refunds,” 
Singleton complains. “He had enough 
money that even if he lost $7,000 on the 
deposit and one of the bands, he still had 
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money somewhere.” 

“All the fans and bands are mad at 
me because they think I just stole their 
money,” Smith responded in an email 
statement to the Weekly. “I don’t know 
what to do. I have built this Picnic up the 
past three years to make it what it is, and 
now, because of the city of Long Beach and 
the Queen Mary, not only will we not get 
to do the Punk Rock Picnic, but [also] the 
fans are out the ticket money they spent 
and the bands are angry.... The bands 
and the fans don’t realize that I am one 
man putting on a $100,000 show by myself 
with no help and raising all the money to 
do so. I don’t know what else I can say.” 

But Smith never had legal ownership of 
the Punk Rock Picnic as most people know 
it. The festival he was advertising online 
was the Punk Rock Picnic Music Festival, 
which had all but stolen the identity of 
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way Smith or the festival’s original found¬ 
ers would have been allowed to throw the 
event because of the outstanding debt to 
law enforcement. 

Naturally, Long Beach would be the 
next best option for Smith to host his 
own fest. And even though the original 
Picnic’s business account was controlled 
by Smith, which Litwak and Schwab say 
they no longer have access to, Schwab 
was the one who signed the agreement 
with the Sheriff’s Department to pay for 
security in 2012, making him liable for 
the cost. More than a year later, he’s still 
getting calls every couple of weeks and 
letters every couple of months asking him 
to pay the department. 

“The Sheriff’s Department already 
knows that [Smith] should be in jail for 
grand theft, grand theft larceny, identity 
theft, fraud, attempt to defraud a busi¬ 
ness,” Schwab says. “When he used the 
Finding a Way Foundation, he signed the 
bill for Stage Tech [the festival’s staging 
company] and billed the money to Find¬ 
ing a Way Foundation, something that has 
nothing to do with him. He’s dropping it 
on me like he thought he was gonna get 
away with it.” 

In the months following the nonevent, 
as fans, bands and vendors continue to 
wait for any sign of a refund, sentiment 
against Smith and the Long Beach fes¬ 
tival has grown pretty impatient and, in 
some cases, hostile. Various bands and 
concertgoers interviewed for this story 
cite Smith’s mismanagement of the fes¬ 
tival’s organization and finances as the 
reason it has been canceled. There’s even 
a Facebook group dedicated to boycotting 
the event; its page is riddled with harsh 
comments from bands and fans who say 
they’ve been ripped off by Smith. 

When bands are still cultivating a fan 
base, events such as this, leaving current 
or potential fans with worthless tickets to 
a show that never existed, can be harm¬ 
ful to their reputation. “You don’t wanna 
be known as that band that fiakes out on 
promises or doesn’t come through,” says 
Marin of Foreign Bodies. 

Likewise, the owners of A PinUps 
Closet say they would’ve had to recoup 
customers out of their own pocket had 
they agreed to sell tickets for the doomed 
Picnic in their store. 

Despite the obvious debacle, certain 
bands higher in punk rock’s social peck¬ 
ing order who managed to be unscathed 
in their dealings with Smith aren’t exactly 
ready to tar and feather him based on 
their experiences. “I got nothing bad 
to say about the guy,” says Jeff “Boz” 
Milucky, guitarist for local legends the 
Crowd. “He’s done what he said he was 
going to do on the two occasions I’ve 
worked with him. He knew I would be 
very unhappy if he didn’t.” 

Mike Magrann of old-school punkers 
CHS, scheduled to play as a sub-headliner 
at the festival, says the band’s dealings 
with Smith in person were fine, though 
he seemed to be a nice guy who was in 
way over his head. “We’ve become accus¬ 
tomed to showing up at these festivals 
and given a dressing room and Vitamin 
Waters,” Magrann says. “Maybe we’ve 
forgotten about all the chaos and the 
dreamers, all those canceled gigs and 
fucked-over paydays of the past. But it’s

agement confirmed that although initial 
talks were conducted, it was clear early 
on that Smith would not be able to afford 
the deposits either band required to hit 
the stage, which reaches upwards of tens 
of thousands of dollars—and explains, in 
part, why they were billed on the flier, 
then they weren’t. 

But the faulty business practices that 
led to the cancellation started with Smith, 
Litwak and Schwab’s arguments over 
how Smith handled the contracts and 
monies the Punk Rock Picnic had earned 
or, in this case, lost in the years he worked 
on the festival, from 2010 to 2012. Despite

bringing on such bands as the Super¬ 
suckers, Youth Brigade, Fear and others, 
Schwab and Litwak say. Smith had failed 
to pay most of their contractual obliga¬ 
tions to the staging and sound companies, 
a few of the lesser-known bands, and the 
Sheriff’s Department; the Punk Rock Pic¬ 
nic still owes $7,000 for providing secu¬ 
rity during 2012’s event. Even if they’d 
wanted to and had the funds, there’s no

the festival he’d worked on in years prior. 

A cursory glance at the event’s website 
shows photos from past years of the origi¬ 
nal Punk Rock Picnic—artwork, vendor 


forms and logos that were all used by 
Litwak and Schwab, his former partners, 
on their festival’s website, which they’ve 
since taken down. 

The cache of the old fest, along with 
the allure of GWAR and Danzig, followed 
by DRI and Anti-Nowhere League, is 
what got most ticket holders, bands and 
vendors to sign on in the first place. A 
call to both GWAR and Danzig’s man- 
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What will it cost you?? NOTHING! ZERO! It’s absolutely FREEH 


We are searching for REAL people who are ready to quit making excuses and want to take advantage of a once-in-a-lifetime 
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nice to have a reminder!” 

Maximum Maxie, the lead singer of 
masked “power pop punk rock” outfit the 
Maxies, believes bands who agree to “pay 
to play” are violating punk-rock ethics. 
“If all of these bands collectively said, 

’No, we’re not doing your job for you, 
and we refuse to sell tickets,’ then these 
kinds of scams would stop,” says Maxie. 
“It’s gotta be up to the bands to bust their 
asses and play the smaller shows and 
work their way up to be asked to play an 
event like this, instead of buying their 
way in.” 

espite being out of the festival 
game this year. Punk Rock Picnic 
founders Litwak and Schwab 
are still fighting to get the bills 
paid for last year’s fest. That includes set¬ 
tling some of their own debts with certain 
companies, in addition to the Sheriff’s 
Department. Stage Tech, a concert-staging 
company based in Santa Fe Springs, was 
forced to take Smith to small claims court 
last year on delinquent staging costs; it 
won the suit. 

For those who are actively seeking to 


recoup lost funds, there is some light at the 
end of the tunnel. Though it took almost 
three months for process servers 
to locate Smith and hand 
him the court order to 
appear before a judge 
in small claims court. 

White believes he’s 
finally on the road 
to recovering his 
losses; more impor¬ 
tant, he says, he’s 
showing Smith that 
his actions won’t be 
tolerated. 

“I’ve gotten 
together a group 
of ticket holders, 
bands and vendors 
who are at least 
willing to be there 
for the hearing for support, just so Smith 
can look into the faces of people who’ve 
been wronged by this whole event,” he 
says with a grin. “Should make him at 
least a little uncomfortable, no?” 

It’s not Judge Judy, but a roomful of 
surly punks in a Laguna Hills courtroom 


promises to be entertaining; the hearing is 
scheduled for June 17. 

With the ashes of the Punk Rock Pic¬ 
nic Music Festival still smoldering, many 
wonder whether the biggest backyard 
punk show in OC will ever be able to come 
back from the destruction caused by its 
ill-fated clone. Schwab and Litwak say it 
depends. Can they afford to pay for a new 
venue—assuming anyone will work with 
them after this year’s debacle—and do they 
have the will to even try? 

“If we could’ve read a crystal ball, we 
would’ve averted this totally,” remarks 

Schwab. “There would 
actually be a Punk 
Rock Picnic No. 6. It 
would’ve already 
happened. But it 
got screwed up by 
one dude.” 

In recent 
months. Smith 
has reached out 
to Schwab and 
Litwak via text, 
apologizing for 
breaking up 
the partnership 
between them, 
blaming a series 
of things, including 
a former girlfriend who, he says, encour¬ 
aged his ambition to take the Punk Rock 
Picnic on his own terms. 

“I’m sorry, Jim,” Smith writes in one 
message, which Schwab shared with 
the Weekly. “I was wrong for what hap¬ 
pened; I should’ve never let a woman 


cut me off from two people I had a 
really good relationship with. We were 
a team, and we were partners. It doesn’t 
work without the entire engine intact; 

I blew it.” 

Various attempts to reach Smith have 
been fruitless, aside from one very long 
email response explaining his side of his 
dealings with the city of Long Beach and 
one very short, expletive-filled phone call 
that didn’t tell us much—though he sounds 
pretty fucking miserable. 

Was the Picnic ever perfectly run? No. 
Were mistakes made since day one? You 
bet your ass. It was a dirty, grassroots 
event built from the ground up by people 
who enjoy their fair share of mischief 
and mayhem. But at least the damn thing 
had some heart and soul behind it. And 
though ticket holders might’ve incurred 
bumps and bruises and occasionally been 
knocked down along the way, the small 
lumps you take at Punk Rock Picnic were 
the kind most punks prefer, the kind 
from which you pop back up, spit some 
blood on the grass, gnash your teeth and 
keep on moving. 

“People ask me, ‘Do you even get to 
enjoy the festival when you’re working 
it?”’ Schwab says. “And I say no, I love it. 

If I’m helping someone out who already 
dislocated their shoulder and it’s popping 
out again because they’re goofing around 
that day, I grab a trash bag and make him a 
splint so he can go on with the day. For that 
eight or nine hours, we’re all there together. 
These people are our family. So we have to 
take care of one another. Plain and simple.”

Witness the magic as the 
pair perform such hits as “Down Down 
Down” and “Nobody.”

The Chipotle of Vietnamese? 

Eleven46 Kitchen cooks great food, but it may need to readjust its operational model

W e all seem to think we know 

how to run a restaurant regard¬ 
less of whether we’ve ever 
owned or operated one. So when you find 
yourself in a restaurant that deviates from 
this ideal, even just a little, you start play¬ 
ing the role of an armchair Gordon Ram¬ 
say or Robert Irvine. You think you know 
exactly what’s wrong and how to fix it. 

On our way home from Eleven46 
Kitchen, a new Vietnamese restaurant in 
Foothill Ranch, my mates and I—though 
full and satiated from eating well—couldn’t 
help but think of a thing or two the place 
needed to do differently. We agreed the 
Chipotle-style menu was a bit confusing. 
“It took too long to decipher,” one mate 
said. “They should have the dishes spelled 
out in all their possible permutations, like 
other Vietnamese restaurants.” 

The “Create Your Plate” menu’s first 
outlined step was to pick “The Base,” 
either a plate of rice, the cold vermicelli 
noodle bowl called bun, a sandwich or a 
salad. Step two was to choose the meat, 
either lemongrass beef, spicy pork or one 
of three distinctly different preparations of 
chicken. Finally, you needed to decide on a 
side dish: Asian slaw, a small salad, shrimp 
chips, sweet potato fries or plain fries. 

But while Chipotle’s modular meat 
roster stands before you in steam trays 
for easy depositing by an assembly line of 
workers into a taco, burrito, bowl or salad, 
we saw that Eleven46’s chosen proteins 
don’t lend themselves to the same kind 
of operational model. The spicy pork still 
needed grilling over hot grates to achieve 


the proper ruddy, charred-edge sweet¬ 
ness. The chicken roti turned out to be an 
actual half-chicken roasted to a mahogany 
sheen; this was best eaten with fingers 
to pry out all the well-cooked, deeply 
flavored, soft, juicy meat that was practi¬ 
cally slipping from the bones. And when 
we finally got the lemongrass beef, it was 
served skewered on sticks with onions, 
the thin, herb-perfumed ribbons of meat 
resembling kebabs resting on the brim of a 
bowl of bun. 

From a separate menu of bank mis, we 
ate what may be Eleven46’s best item: the 
flawless Dunk and Dip Tri Tip Sandwich, 
a crusty baguette stuffed with thin folds of 
roasted beef, fried onions, grilled peppers 
and provolone cheese. To moisten every 
bite, you dip the sandwich into a vaguely 
Asian au jus punched up with cracked 
pepper and a smidge of vinegar. On the 
first night we ordered it, the staff tried 
to serve the sandwich without the dip¬ 
ping liquid—an omission all too obvious 
because of its name. Only when I inquired 
did they admit they ran out and needed 
to prepare more. As we watched them 
scramble in the kitchen to do so, I thought 
of their closest competitor, about a block 
away, a pho restaurant owned by a Japa¬ 
nese guy and staffed by Hondurans who 
were so skilled and experienced at produc¬ 
ing plates of Vietnamese food it was sec¬ 
ond nature to them. Eleven46 is still green 
by comparison. When I asked whether she 
has owned other restaurants, the woman 
I spoke to said this was the first. The fam¬ 
ily decided to open it after a few members 


were laid off from day jobs. Eleven46 has 
been open only about a month. 

To satiate us as we waited for the au jus, 
she gave us a basket of rolls—something 
we never touched. But we wondered how 
much offering these rolls (something not 
on the menu) and fryer-fresh sweet potato 
fries with homemade Sriracha mayo was 
eating into the place’s margins? These 
options were never an 5 l;hing that anyone 
would’ve required or demanded from a 
Vietnamese restaurant. There were even 
fresh-fried beignets dusted with pow¬ 
dered sugar for dessert, something also 
offered in the morning with coffee—but 
nothing else, not even a breakfast bank mi. 
And would anyone even miss the chicken 
noodle soup? We tried it one night, but 
because turnover on it was low, it had sim¬ 
mered so long the noodles disintegrated, 
turning the whole thing to porridge. 

If a quick-service model could work 
here at all, it would only be with the bank 
mis, which are sublime. Most come with 
a schmear of pate and what I presume to 
be homemade mayo inside a house-made 
baguette. Ultimately, it was again my mate 
who finally said what we were all thinking: 
“I loved the food, want them to succeed, 
but I’m worried for them.” Not that any of 
us pretend-Ramsays know anything about 
running a restaurant.

H ere's the dirty secret about Mexicans in 
Orange County and Mexican food: most 
of us nos vale mac/re that so many regional 
treasures exist in these parts. If you're from 
Jalisco, you're rarely going to have a jones 
for Pueblan food; s/ha/oeases don't give a 
flying fuck about chilango cuisine. And if 
any Mexican not from the Yucatan enters a 
j/acafeco joint, they're going to immediately 
walk out and mumble that kibbeh and black 
beans aren't authentically Mexican. 

So when we want Mexican food at a res¬ 
taurant, we go to one of two spots: a taquena 
or a fonda, a genre of restaurant in Mexico 
that signifies the menu is a free-for-all, the 
type of place at which you can expect the 
food you'd eat at your mami's house and 
strolling musicians just might stop in to see if 
anyone needs to hear "El Ojo de Vidrio" while 
eating their chimichanga. Such restaurants 
have dominated Mexican dining in la naranja 
for decades, and each region has its titans— 
La Cocina de Ricardo in San Juan Capistrano, 
Taqueria Zamora in SanTana, El Camino Real 
in North County. And in the past couple of 
years. Undo Michoacan #2 has established 
itself as the to-go Mexican fonda in Anaheim, 
the place my parents, cousins and friends go 
for a Sunday brunch or weekday dinner. 

The menu could have been carbon-cop¬ 
ied from every third Mexican restaurant— 
tacos, burritos, combo plates that aren't 
of Tex-Mex extraction, but rather Mexican 
accommodations to gabacho expectations 
of Mexican food. What differentiates Undo 
Michoacan #2, however, is the quality—and 
while I know that's a cliched thing to say, 
that my siblings swear by this place is proof 
enough of its worth (trust me: I've invited 
them to eat Oaxacan food, and they dismiss 
it as not being Mexican). The tortas are gar¬ 
gantuan; the bisteck, juicy and not charred 
like came asada (which is also great here). 
Weekends bring lines of mothers with pots 
in which they take menudo home to their 
children—again, the same scene you'll 
find in fondas across Orange County. The 
only real surprise is the tacos made from 
queso de puerco: honest-to-goodness 
headcheese, fatty and chewy and funky and 
great, one of the few such tacos in OC. 

Is it the best Mexican restaurant in 
Orange County? No. Does it serve great 
Mexican food? Damn straight. Sometimes, 
all you want from life is a big ol' plate of 
meat, beans and rice. Oh, and where's Undo 
Michoacan #1 ? It burned down a couple of 
years ago in SanTana and never reopened. 
Further proof that Anaheim values the good 
while SanTana lets it drift away... pendejos\

H ave you eaten in the food court at 
the H-Mart on Garden Grove Bou¬ 
levard yet? You should; there are 
some serious gems serving food you won’t 
find in any all-you-are-foolish-enough-to- 
eat Korean barbecue restaurant. 

We’ve covered M 5 nmg In Dumplings 
before, but as you walk from the main store 
into the food court, on the right, you’ll see 
Wang Chok Park, a long booth run by a gra¬ 
cious woman who serves the Korean equiv¬ 
alent of guisados—stews and soups and hot 
pots with fatty pork that turns tender in the 
hot broth. Hot pot is not what you should 
get, though. Instead, you should order 
yeolmu boribap: barley and rice with a

vinegary, slightly astringent stew of squash, 
tofu and chiles. You mix the soup with the 
rice in a large bowl, add the mustard greens 
that come in one of the side bowls, then add 
spicy bean paste and vinegar from squeeze 
bottles. You’ll also get a dish of good kimchi; 
a plate of ggaenip (sesame leaves) with an 
earthy, spicy sauce; and a scallion pancake 
with its dipping sauce. It’s an immense 
amount of intensely flavored food that 
practically radiates health, and it costs less 
than $8. 

Sure, you’re sitting at a table in the 
middle of an echo chamber, listening to the 
loud chatter in the other booths—but who 
cares? Once you dive into your food, you’ll 
find the noise mutes a little bit.

decade ago, the l/l/ee/r/)/crew headed 
down to Old World Village for the 
annual Oktoberfest media preview. 

Among the mountains of sauerkraut 
and sausages, the busty babes, and 
the lederhosen was a group of gals 
peddling Fernet-Branca. None of us 
knew what the drink was, none of 
us liked it, and all of us laughed at 
the gals' pitch: that it helped with 
digestion, cured cholera and was 
invented by a woman trying to 
cure her PMS. "So, next time 
you party too hard and come 
home with a headache, indiges¬ 
tion, feeling bloated with a deep 
hatred of men, and a bit of the 
cholera, you'll know where to 
turn," wrote the legendary Steve 
Lowery, whom we miss terribly 
'round here. Lowery? LOWERY! 

Flash-forward a decade, and 
all the hipsters swear by Fernet 
(my conversion, by the way, hap¬ 
pened about six years ago), so 
much so that regular ol' Branca 
no longer cuts it. Little Sparrow 


Cafe in SanTana, which we raved about last 
month, has a spectacular accompanying bar 
that stocks Fernet-Vallet, the digestif's Mexi¬ 
can cousin, a marvelous, viscous rejuvenator 
that is only now migrating to the U.S. The 
cocktail that Little Sparrow featured it in was 
great, but I needed a bottle of the pure stuff, 
so I headed to Hi-Time in Costa Mesa. 

THE DRINK 

The first thing you'll notice is that Fernet- 
Vallet is slightly milder than Branca—70 
proof instead of Branca's 78. But that's 
like saying Ty Cobbs was a slightly 
better hitter than Ted Williams. Val- 
let is strong: woodsy, bracing, as 
thick as cough syrup and blacker 
than ink. Perfect as a nightcap, it's 
not for everyone—but once you 
fall for its charms, you'll never want 
another way to end your night. Finally, 
as a font geek, I LOVE the label's 
late-19th-century serif type—you 
could imagine Posada drinking some 
Fernet-Vallet while drawing one of his 
legendary calacas.

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Forget Paris 

Sofia Coppola’s celeb-obsessed thieves reveal too little

elicacy of touch isn’t a particularly 
valued commodity among Ameri¬ 
can filmmakers. We like pioneer 
swagger in our directors; particularly in 
the age of the blockbuster, open-ended 
questions and eyelash-fringe feelings are 
suspect. That’s why it has always been 
hard to know how to categorize Sofia 
Coppola, one of our most gifted directors. 
Her movies—such as the somber-funny 
father-daughter western Somewhere or 
Marie Antoinette, that Tiger Beat-pinup 
portrait of a lonely teenage queen—have 
been written off by some as soft and 
wispy, cirrus clouds with not much there 
there. But Coppola’s movies, so unassum¬ 
ingly tensile and precise, are less about 
being there than about being here. At her 
best, she makes movies that live in the 
present instead of just reflecting it. 

And that’s precisely where The 
BlingRing fsiih. Coppola adapted the 
script from a 2010 Vanity Fair article 
by Nancy Jo Sales, documenting the 
crimes of a bunch of fairly well-off kids 
who couldn’t resist the allure of celeb¬ 
rity stuff: They repeatedly broke into 
the houses of lip-glosserati—includ¬ 
ing Lindsay Lohan, Rachel Bilson and 
Paris Hilton—making off with more 
than $3 million in cash, watches, cloth¬ 
ing, jewelry and shoes. The picture is a 
departure for Coppola, a half-appalled. 


The picture is a departure 
for Coppola, a half-appalled, 
half-amused piece of social 
reportage—it lacks the illusive 
pastry layers of mood and tone 
she’s known for.

lacks the illusive pastry layers of mood 
and tone she’s known for. Perhaps that’s 
why it’s almost impossible to know what 
Coppola is trying to say or how she feels 
about her characters. It’s as if she found 
her way to the material and discovered, 
too late, that it was an empty shell. 

Coppola opens her story in the mid¬ 
dle, with a vivacious montage of kids 
plundering an upscale walk-in closet 
as if it were Ali Baba’s cave, pawing 
through trays of gaudy jewels and grab¬ 
bing at squishy, four-figure handbags. 
Later, we get to know these ambitious 
little wannabes. Marc (Israel Broussard) 
has just started at a new school that’s 
apparently geared to misfits. The kids 
eye his bland, basic clothes and whisper 
behind his back. Only Rebecca (Katie 
Chang), breezy and confident, with the 
kind of studied, faux-sexy pout seen in 
1,001 teenage selfies, bothers to speak 


to him. He warms to the attention, and 
Rebecca initiates him into the world of 
petty thievery. 

Rebecca, like the Andrea True Con¬ 
nection, just wants more, more, more. So 
she and Marc up the ante with the help 
of a few pals—including Emma Watson’s 
Nicki and Taissa Farmiga’s Sam, both of 
whom live with a wackadoodle blond 
mother figure mischievously played by 
Leslie Mann. Soon, they’re Googling 
celebs to find out who’s out of town, and 
then breaking and entering into one fancy 
manse after another. Hilton’s lair is the 
ne plus ultra—the celebutante actually 
allowed Coppola to film there—boasting 
a separate room lined fioor-to-ceiling 
with those blobby-looking spike-heeled 
Christian Louboutin platforms so beloved 
by women with crap taste and pots of 
money. The girls aren’t the only ones who 
prance and preen in these My Little Pony 
hooves; Marc finds a pair of hot-pink pat¬ 
ent leather numbers that fit him, and he 
fiaunts them proudly for his female cote¬ 
rie, in the process betraying a touch of 
almost-poignant gender confusion. 

Marc, in fact, is the character Coppola 
clearly sympathizes with. The vapid, 
acquisitive, self-absorbed twiglets around 
him hold less interest for her—and for us. 
(At one point, he offers these very silly 
girls sage wardrobe advice: It’s a no-no 
to mix leopard and zebra.) Coppola takes 
great pains to stress Marc’s yearning to 
belong—he steals because he’s hurting— 
and Broussard is sensitive enough as an 
actor to send out the appropriate lonely- 
boy vibes. 

But even though Coppola is one of 
our most compassionate storytellers. 


she can’t bring herself to like these kids 
much. She’s not cynical enough to turn 
this story into satire. (A younger, less 
arch Alexander Payne might have had 
a field day with it.) And for a filmmaker 
who loves beauty and beautiful things as 
much as she does, this story offers zero 
riches; the trappings these kids covet are 
mostly hideous markers of status and 
nothing more. The picture comes off as 
an anti-stuff screed, but a false, shallow 
one. It’s easy for us to walk away feeling 
self-congratulatory about our anti-con- 
sumerist virtue when most of us wouldn’t 
want this junk an 5 rway. 

The Bling Ring would be more effec¬ 
tive if it instilled some desire in us, some 
way for us to connect with the hankering 
that drives these kids. At the very least— 
if you can block out those Louboutin 
eyesores—it is, as with all of Coppola’s 
films, beautiful to look at. (The cinema¬ 
tographers are Christopher Blauvelt and 
the late, great Harris Savides.) The Bling 
Ring’s gorgeous visual centerpiece is 
subtle and wonderful in the Sofia Cop¬ 
pola tradition. We watch, in wide shot, 
as our greedy thieves make their way 
through a thoroughly mod house in the 
hills—they steal from room to room, 
silent, romantic figures in the bluish 
dusk. For these few, captivating minutes, 
they’re strangers in the night. But by 
morning, they’re once again people we 
don’t want to know.

THE INTERNSHIP Eager young people 
can't find jobs; qualified older people 
can't find jobs. There's nothing funny 
about that, which is exactly why 
someone ought to be making comedies 
about it. The Internship, in which 
downtrodden old-school salespeople 
Vince Vaughn and Owen Wilson enter 
the 21st century and land internships 
at Google, might have been just the 
palliative for this sad state of affairs. 

But do you really want to drop 10 pre¬ 
cious shekels (or more) on a movie so 
desperately unfunny it makes you want 
to slit your wrists? I laughed exactly 
once, at a moment when Vaughn's 
character performs a Google search 
using the words "jobs for people with 
few skills." If you've been there your¬ 
self, you'll probably find this funny, too. 
But mostly, it's depressing to watch 
two reasonably gifted comic actors 
play clueless oldies who just can't get 
the hang of this brand-new Internet 
thing. Luddite numbnuts Billy (Vaughn) 
and Nick (Wilson) decide the path to 
riches lies in the World Wide Web, and 
they somehow land an online interview 
with Google. The internship committee 
takes pity, and before long, Billy and 
Nick land at the company's headquar¬ 
ters, where they're forced to attend 
corporate brainwashing sessions while 
wearing stupid propeller beanies, all in 
the hopes of landing a job. They're also, 
of course, lumped in with a bunch of 


kids some 20 years their junior. Vaughn 
and Wilson look out of place and 
uncomfortable—^they're not just playing 
two getting-older guys who need to 
jump-start their careers, they're acting 
out a personal pantomime of middle- 
age discomfort that's unpleasant to 
watch. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

MAN OF STEEL Zack Snyder's Man of 
Steel is a movie event with an actual 
movie inside, crying to get out. Despite 
its preposterous self-seriousness, its 
overgrown, CGI'ed-to-death climax, 
and its desperate efforts to depict the 
destruction of, well, everything on 
Earth, there's greatness in this retelling 
of the origin of Superman, moments 
of intimate grandeur, some marvelous, 
subtle acting, and a superhero costume 
that's a feat of mad mod genius. There's 
almost a story here. And the actors, 
including the picture's quietly dazzling 
star, Henry Cavill, do their damnedest 
to draw it out. But there's no stopping 
what comic-book movies have become, 
especially those bearing the royal 
seal of Dark Knight auteur Christopher 
Nolan. (He's one of Man of Steel's 
producers and also helped develop the 
story.) In Man of Steel, the titan in the 
red cape is almost a distraction from 
the movie's larger mission to impress 
us with its spectacle and vague, lofty 
ideals. And once Michael Shannon's 
General Zod shows up on Earth with his 
dumb little goatee, you know it will only 
get bigger and emptier. It's a relief just 
to watch the actors act once in a while, 
and thankfully, Snyder is astute enough 
to punch some breathing holes in this

Steel-clad colossus. Amy Adams is a 
fine, no-nonsense Lois Lane; she makes 
nosiness sultry. And Kevin Costner 
and Diane Lane, in their depiction of 
heartland parents, turn corn-pone dia¬ 
logue golden. No wonder their pensive, 
angst-ridden kid grows up to be Henry 
Cavill, so who grounds the movie. His 
Superman is more a listener than a 
talker. That's probably what happens 
when you have X-ray vision, and you 
can see Cavill soaking it all in. {PG-13)

THIS IS THE END The formula for studio 
comedies the last 20 years has been 
simple: Dude acts like a dick for an 
hour, turns blandly sweet toward the 
end, and then everyone on the DVD 
commentary can claim to have made 
a movie about redemption. Perhaps 
Seth Rogen and Evan Goldberg's 
wrath-of-God hang-out flick This Is 
the End can kill redemption cold. A 
deeply nondenominational Left Behind 
rip, the film makes absurdly literal the 
prick-becomes-a-man plotting that has 
held sway since Billy Madison. Here, 
it's judgment day, and our schlubby 
everydudes (playing themselves, who 
aren't everydudes at all) are holed up 
for the apocalypse in James Franco's 
compound. After much talk of where 
it's appropriate to ejaculate, the lugs— 
including Rogen, Jay Baruchel, Jonah 
Hill, Craig Robinson, and Franco—real¬ 
ize the obvious: Good people have 
already been raptured, and these guys 
haven't. ("I'm an actor," one moans 
in disbelief. "I bring people joy!") If 
they want a happy ending, and not 
to be devoured by horizon-straddling 
hellbeasts with schoolbus-sized phal- 
luses, they'll have to stop being dicks 
and give the universe a reason to love 
them. Baruchel treats us to a winning 
shy-dude turn reminiscent of his itchy, 
appealing work years back on Judd 
Apatow's TV comedy Undeclared, 
and when all the cock-talk lets up, 
Rogen and Goldberg parade memo¬ 
rable surprises. There are ridiculous 
cameos (Emma Watson spits "fuck" 
like the word still means something), 
shock-effect horror kills (often of 
those cameo-ing actors), and stoned 
riffs on The Exorcist and Pineapple 
Express. Especially pleasurable are the 
light, hilarious gags on the clueless¬ 
ness of Hollywood actors, especially 
from Jonah Hill, who has rarely been 
this disarming. (R) Alan Scherstuhl.

THE COMPANY YOU KEEP It's time, 
apparently, for the aging ghosts of '60s 
radicalism to once again take stock 
of their sins and compromises. Once 
it gets its walkers moving, Robert 
Redford's The Company You Keep 
nearly plays like a green-granola-lefty 
counterpart to The Expendables, a 
Hollywood Elderhostel reunion crowded 
with septuagenarian icons looking back 
on the righteousness and failures of the 
Nixon-'Nam era with rheumy retirees' 
eyeballs. The story, from Neil Gordon's 
novel about the contemporary fate of 
a few surviving Weather Underground 
fugitives, all but blows a trumpet for 
how rad rad used to be. First Susan 
Sarandon's Vermont housewife, her 
kids all grown up, throws in the secret- 
identity towel and surrenders herself to 
the FBI; from there, the dominoes tum¬ 
ble, leading cub reporter Shia LaBeouf 
to uncover the similarly fake ID of 
Redford's upstate lawyer, sending this 
suede-faced ex-Weatherman running. 
The FBI closes in, LaBeouf's annoying 
snoop pesters every single other char¬ 
acter motivated only by his journalistic 
creed, and withering guest-stars (Julie 
Christie, Sam Elliott, Richard Jenkins, a 
phlegm-plagued Nick Nolte) emerge to 
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crinkle and wheeze about the good old 
days of bank robberies and protests. 
Redford's noble Methuselah isn't just 
self-preserving—he's got an unseason¬ 
ably preadolescent daughter to worry 
about, and a case for his own redemp¬ 
tion to make. It's little surprise that The 
Company You Keep turns out to be polit¬ 
ically chicken-hearted—the progres¬ 
sive cant we hear sounds idiotic, and 
political principles are seen as pathetic 
challenges to the demands of family 
and law and order. Redford succeeds 
only in defanging the idea of resistance 
altogether. Far from engaged, the film 
surrenders in an arthritic faint. (R)

EPIC Is calling a film's narrative structure 
"airtight" a compliment or a pejorative? 
Clockwork storytelling can entertain, 
yet such mechanisms can also seem 
overly constructed, like one of those 
essays that gets high scores from 
the SAT folks. If one of those essays 
became an animated movie it might be 
Epic. This rather average-scaled adven¬ 
ture concerns a young woman, MK 
(voiced by Amanda Seyfried), who visits 
her father. Bomba (Jason Sudeikis), 
with hopes of talking him out of his 
reclusive lifestyle. Bomba's life's work 
is attempting to prove that a fantastical 
society of miniature people lives in the 
nearby woods. MK's cynicism turns to 
belief when she is shrunken down to 
thimble-size and winds up a player in 
the battle between the forces of good 
and evil in the forest world. Christoph 
Waltz has tons of fun in his role as the 
chief baddie, surely the best-cast voice 
here. Epic, presented in 3D, is notewor¬ 
thy for its depictions of characters fly¬ 
ing (birds are the energy-efficient vehi¬ 
cles of this green society) and swinging 
through the woods, with image depth 
that practically hypnotizes. With its 
array of goofy sidekicks (Aziz Ansari as 
a slug almost runs away with the whole 
picture) and carefully crafted relation¬ 
ships, Epic certainly manages to tell a 
compelling tale. Yet in a post-L/p era 
where animated films can pulse with 
profound truths, the question remains: 

Is mere entertainment enough? (PG) 
Zachary Wigon. Countywide. 

THE PURGE The hook of this R-rated hor¬ 
ror film would also work for a superior 
young-adult novel. A decade from now, 
the U.S. has mostly solved its crime 
and unemployment problems with one 
Hunger Games-style tweak: On one 
night in March it's perfectly legal for 
Americans to kill anyone they want to. 
With the wealthy locked down in their 
homes, it's the poor who tend to die 
on purge night, often at the hands of 
gangs of "hunters" shouting things like 
"Die, homeless pig!" The movie disap¬ 
proves of this behavior but lends it ugly 
credence in the implication that the 
economy is booming thanks to the elim¬ 
ination of what Paul Ryan would call 
"the takers." As always in YA, one sen¬ 
sitive kid figures out that all of society 
is evil or phonies or whatever. In this 
case it's the excellent Max Burkholder, 
playing a likable inventor geek holed up 
with his family to wait out purge night. 
After some misadventures, he sees a 
black homeless man (Edwin Hodge) 
running down the street of their ritzy 
subdivision. The man screams "Help 
me!" Gunshots crack in the night. The 
kid, not up on his Ayn Rand, disables 
the elaborate security system and 
invites the man inside. Think Guess 
Who's Coming to Be a Moral Quandary? 
Soon, a lynch mob demands the man 
be surrendered—or the family be killed. 
Writer/director James DeMonaco 
wrings this for some memorably tense 
scenes, but all this big-idea drama 
soon gives way to too many scenes of 
Ethan Hawke dispatching more face¬ 
less adversaries than is justifiable in 


a film committed to reminding us of 
the horribleness of violence. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

STAR TREK: INTO DARKNESS Picture 
Zero Dark Thirty with bright pullovers 
and laser guns and you'll have Star 
Trek: Into Darkness, whose heavy- 
handed political parallels just might 
feel smart in a summer of Vin Diesel 
crashing cars. In the opening min¬ 
utes, Khan Noonien Singh (Benedict 
Cumberbatch) terrorizes London, then 
makes like Osama and flees to the 
mountains of an enemy planet, caus¬ 
ing Starfleet Admiral Marcus (Peter 
Weller) to order his assassination, sans 
trial. Here justice will be served by the 
blubbering James T. Kirk (Chris Pine), 
who so bleeds his humanity across 
the Enterprise's deck that it's a wonder 
Chekhov (Anton Yelchin) doesn't slip. 
Again, the central conflict is between 
the Captain's swaggering impetuous¬ 


ness and the cold-blooded logic of First 
Mate Spock (Zachary Quinto). After set¬ 
ting up its War on Terror allusions. Star 
Trek: Into Darkness becomes Paradise 
Lost in Space: It's a battle for the good 
captain's soul, as Kirk is torn between 
Speck's wisdom and Admiral Marcus' 
war-mongering. Can Khan destroy him 
simply by smashing his moral code? 

J.J. Abrams externalizes Kirk's turmoil 
by making him spend every second 
scene suffering unsolicited advice 
about what to do. The character feels 
neutered, despite an early romp where 
he beds twin hotties with tails. His 
only real love is for the Enterprise, 
that hermaphroditic ship shaped like 
three phalluses and a flattened boob. 
Abrams, meanwhile, lifts Star Trek II: 
The Wrath of Khan's climax, thievery 
that will enrage the devout as it sug¬ 
gests the Star Trek saga is merely a 
game of Mad Libs in which he plugs 


characters and catastrophes. (PG-13) 
Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

STORIES WE TELL Jean-Luc Godard 
said, "All you need for a movie is a girl 
and a gun." But really, all you need 
is a girl, preferably a charismatic one 
with a secret in her heart. Director 
and actress Sarah Polley has found 
that girl: her own mother. Polley's 
documentary. Stories We Tell, attempts 
to unravel some of the mysteries of 
her own family's life. This wondrous, 
absorbing little picture covers a 
great deal of winding meta-territory, 
reflecting on the ways in which a 
single family's story can be told—or 
maybe, more accurately, examining 
the idea that there's no such thing as 
a "single story." One girl, as Sarah 
Polley learns, can actually be many 
girls in one. Polley opens by introduc¬ 
ing us to her cast of characters: her 
father, Michael Polley, an assortment 


of family friends, and various siblings 
and stepsiblings, all of whom look a 
little like Polley—and yet don't. The 
director has assembled this tribunal 
to reassemble the story of her late 
mother, Diane, a woman we get to 
know gradually through home-movie 
footage, re-creations that have the 
look and feel of that home-movie foot¬ 
age, and recollections from the people 
who knew and loved her. She shapes 
the picture into a riddle that keeps us 
guessing every minute, and what she 
ends up with is so oddly shaped that it 
could be categorized an experimental 
film. But it's too warm to be off-putting. 
There's no way, Polley concludes, to 
tell a reliably true tale. But this particu¬ 
lar story, which begins and ends with 
a woman's face, feels true enough.

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The Entertainer 

The Sting stays a bit too close to the legendary film, 

but nevertheless pleases

I wish I could report the Maverick The¬ 
ater’s staged version of the iconic 1973 
film The Sting is one giant, two-hour 
swindle of your hard-earned pay, if only 
because it would be an apropos coda to 
the tale of con men and the people who 
con them. But, alas, it’s only the audience 
who gets off clean. As entertainments 
go, this is a finely executed, well-acted 
homage to the film that did for grifters in 
1930s Chicago what the Godfather series 
did for mafiosos in 1940s New York: 
elevating criminals to authentic anti-hero 
status, making them look damn dapper in 
the process. 

Since this production is based on David 
Ward’s screenplay, it’s far more screen 
than stage, with lots of short scenes and a 
dizzying number of scene locales. Direc¬ 
tor Brian Newell utilizes both Maverick 
performing spaces, placing the first act 
in the theater’s traditional 50-seat black¬ 
box theater and the second in its more 
cabaret-style space. With the number of 
flats that whistle across the space in the 
first act, changing the scene from brothel 
to train car to bar to dingy apartment 
room, and then all over again, it’s a won¬ 
der someone’s paws aren’t crushed every 
night. But though the scenery changes 
do get a bit clunky from time to time, the 
breakneck speed at which they’re exe¬ 
cuted provides external energy to a show 
that, since it’s based on a screenplay, lacks 
some inner dramatic fire. Undeveloped— 
and far too many—characters; an enjoy¬ 
able, if hole-riddled plot; and an emphasis 
on style over substance works on film, but 
not so much onstage. 

But rather than tweak the material to 
make it more theatrical (put that guy in 


the spotlight; combine scenes to avoid 
scene changes), Newell plays it as it is: a 
screenplay brought to the stage. Die-hard 
fans of the film shouldn’t be disappointed, 
since it’s nearly pitch-perfect in terms 
of scenic details and costuming; but the 
real fans of this show might be those who 
have never seen the film or did so years 
ago and have forgotten some of the more 
surprising plot twists. 

Set in 1936 Chicago, the story follows 
low-level con man Hooker (Michael 
Keeney), who manages to infuriate both 
the local cops and the ruthless Lonnegan 
(Brian Kojac), a high-rolling banker 
from New York City who supplements 
his legal thievery through more dubious 
means. On the lam. Hooker is directed 
by his mentor, Luther (Larry Creagan), 
to meet Gondorff (Frank Tryon), a hard- 
drinking expert on the long con. The 
two concoct an elaborate sting operation 
to get back at Lonnegan, who ordered 
Hooker’s friend murdered. 

Along the way, we get local flatfoots, 
federal agents, femme fatales, an assort¬ 
ment of grifters and cheats and toughs, 
and more awesome hats than Lidsville. 
Keeney and Tryon are finely cast in the 
roles that Paul Newman and Robert 
Bedford immortalized; they are both 
cocky, if fragile at times, and display an 
earnest sense of connection. (Why two 
career criminals take such an immediate 
liking to each other is just one of those 
potholes in the story alluded to earlier.. 

..) Kojac is equally effective as their foil, 
Lonnegan. His arrogance and thirst for 
revenge at any cost makes him very easy 
to root against. Remember, everyone in 
this story is equally criminal; some are 


just more criminal than others. 

A couple of hiccups do affect the 
14-person ensemble cast, which is to be 
expected with so many people running 
around onstage, but the core, comprised 
of the accomplices Gondorff elicits in his 
scheme, is solid. If there’s one flaw in the 
production, it’s a matter of tone. Things 
are almost too friendly among the co-con¬ 
spirators. These are all liars and thieves, 
threatened with the very real possibility 
of death or imprisonment if one detail in 
the plan goes awry, but there’s very little 
grit or sense of peril to the proceedings. 
And just as the criminals seem too col¬ 
legial, the cops, with the exception of 
Bill Carson’s Lieutenant Snyder, aren’t 
menacing enough. That works against the 
rising action of the second act; however, 
the sensational plot twists are intriguing 
enough to command attention. 

There’s not a great deal of depth to 
the screenplay turned play. Masculine 
competition, pride and honor are lightly 
probed, but this is really just an interest¬ 
ing story in which the good guys—even 
if they’re really bad guys, only less bad 
than the really bad guys—are faced with 
seemingly impossible odds and forced 
to try to pull off a huge gambit. It’s not 
groundbreaking, revelatory theater. But 
it’s a load of fun and a show that succeeds 
best by not trying to be anything other 
than what it is: a meticulously rendered, 
briskly paced slice of American cinema 
transfused into three-dimensional the¬ 
ater. Newell, who directs and did the set, 
light and sound design, has been doing 
this staged-cinema deal for a long time, 
with everything from The Manchurian 
Candidate to Santa Claus Conquers the 
Martians thrown into the mix. This may 
be his most faithful reincarnation to date.

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Still Can’t Be Stopped 

After more than two decades, the Geto Boys still help 

southern rap stay on the map

I t’s been more than 20 years since 
Houston’s southern hip-hop vanguards 
the Geto Boys’ first recording with 
their classic lineup, but judging by the 
tenacity of the group’s vocal firebrand, 
Willie D, they’ve got enough conviction to 
keep the wheels turning and their beats 
bumping for another two decades. 

“I remember telling Brad [‘Scarface’ 
Jordan] like it was yesterday,” says Wil¬ 
lie D (government name William James 
Dennis). “We were sitting around, just 
talking about possibilities, career-wise, 
industry-wise, and longevity in the indus¬ 
try. This was before the first album came 
out, and I said, T think I would be satis¬ 
fied if we became legends and we had at 
least 20 years in the game.’ At the time, 
we didn’t really have a benchmark to 
judge that by because rap was still in its 
essence stages. I kind of just judged it by 
the rock groups and the R&B groups that 
had been together for a while.” 

Now, some years after reaching that 
elusive milestone, the classic Geto Boys 
lineup of Scarface, Willie D and Bushwick 
Bill is traversing America, giving fans of 
all age groups the chance to see the Texan 
trio perform live, including a stop at the 
Observatory on Sunday. Decades after 
their legendary formation, the Geto Boys 
have remained intact throughout inner- 
group strife and changes in trends, with 
a musical message that spans the globe. 

As far as Willie D is concerned, his goal of 
relevancy has been exceeded. But his plan 
didn’t always appear to unfold accordingly. 
During the ’90s, the group endured 


their share of adversity, including persecu¬ 
tion from the media over their lyrics. They 
experienced the witch-hunt against rap 
by pundits and politicians who deemed 
their music misogynistic and gory. Then 
there was the high-profile incident in 
which Bushwick Bill lost an eye in a 
shooting, which surprisingly helped boost 
sales of the group’s 1991 album. We Can’t 
Be Stopped. The cover image features an 
injured Bushwick being carted through a 
hospital by Scarface and Willie D. 

In 1992, Willie D left the group, but he 
returned four years later, just in time to 
release 1996’s critically acclaimed The 
Resurrection. “Still,” a song from that 
album, and “Damn It Feels Good to Be a 
Gangsta” became two of their most rec¬ 
ognizable tracks after being included in 
Mike Judge’s 1999 film Office Space, a cult 
classic. Despite only one album to their 
credit in the new millennium, the group 
continue to stay alive and kicking on the 
performance circuit. 

With both a drive to have an illustrious 
career and a desire to let their uniquely 
southern mentality and vocal delivery 
tell their tale and represent their region, 
the Geto Boys’ legacy continues to pave 
the way for rappers such as Big Boi, The- 
Dream and Future. 

“Before we put our [first] album out, 
the music landscape was dominated by 
the East Coast, and there was some West 
Coast rap,” Willie D says. “The south had 
no presence, period. We had no voice; we 
had to listen to what the guys in New York 
were saying, and when they talked about

boroughs, it went right over our heads.” 

By the same token. West Coast rappers’ 
rhymes about gang life were foreign to 
them because of a lack of street-gang cul¬ 
ture in their area. “It happens now, but 
if you tried to start a gang in Houston 20 
years ago, you’d get run out of town, no 
matter how big and bad you were,” he says. 

The Geto Boys’ lyrical take on a vari¬ 
ety of issues facing society has remained 
relevant, as has Willie D himself. These 
days, he’s a weekly contributor for the 
Houston Press (a fellow Voice Media 
Group paper), answering questions about 
anything and everything in his column 
Ask Willie D. But, he says, he will always 
be part of the group that was the first hip- 
hop act to truly champion the south while 
acting as a unifying force in the hip-hop 
world, that reminded us we all have more 
commonalities than differences with the 
simple line they once borrowed from 
War: “The world is a ghetto.”

Ty Segall is really proud of his new band, Fuzz. 

Just don’t ask about anything else

I n the wake of a prolific string of solo 
records and collaborations that has left 
the Pitchfork set fawning, garage-rock 
prodigy Ty Segall has formed a new band, 
Fuzz, a hard-hitting, three-piece Stooges- 
meets-Sabbath project in which he sings 
and plays drums. The name pretty much 
says it all about their sound: a full-on 
assault of syrupy, fuzz-tone riff-rock. 

Segall recently moved back to the 
Southland, settling in East LA on the 
border of Eagle Rock and Silver Lake, 
after spending the better part of the 
past decade living in the Bay Area, first 
attending school at the University of San 
Francisco, and then furiously putting out 
more than a dozen releases beginning in 
2008 (including three last year). All while 
criss-crossing the U.S., constantly on tour. 
Now 26, he’s at a creative peak, booking 
major festivals and time on Letterman 
and Conan. He even has a signature- 
model reverb pedal. 

In relative terms, 2013 has been a 
“slow” year for him. “I’ve actually been 
chilling out,” Segall says in a quick phone 
interview before boarding a flight to 
Brooklyn, where Fuzz will be playing a 
two-night stand before heading home for 
shows in LA and Long Beach. “Me and 
Charlie [Moothart] were just talking about 
how we haven’t been touring a ton lately, 
and it’s been really nice. I’m surfing a lot.” 

His conversational tone has a surfer’s 
lilt, something bred into him as a boy in 
Laguna Beach. He and regular guitar¬ 
ist Moothart were high-school pals who 
shared an affinity for not only the water¬ 
front, but also punk, garage rock and loud 
music in general. Growing up surfing 
was fine for the South Countian, but his 
mecca was an hour north. 

“We would hang out at the Smell up in 
LA, and that was kind of our motive for, 
like, starting to play out: We wanted to 
play the Smell,” Segall recalls. “We were 
super into those bands. To be honest, 
back then, not to rip on Orange County, 
but it wasn’t really the most rock & roll- 
friendly place. Now, there’s, like. Burger 
Records and that whole scene.” 

Segall comes off as a reluctant inter¬ 


view subject, something observed by 
more than one rock journalist. Perhaps 
it has to do with the rushed and awk¬ 
ward nature of a quick phone interview, 
something that is completely understand¬ 
able. Pitchfork writer Aaron Leitko, who 
trailed Segall for a few days on tour in late 
2012, notes that there’s a want to remain 
mystical, akin to the rockers of yore, 
before artists were made totally available 
through the constant exposure of direct- 
access social media. Or maybe it’s that he

just doesn’t feel like talking about Mooth- 
art’s guitar tone. Fair enough. Segall does 
disclose that his secret weapon is a Death 
By Audio Fuzz War pedal and a vintage 
Music Man amplifier working in tandem 
with a Fender Deluxe—a drool-worthy rig 
for music dorks into vintage gear. 

Also on the list of things not to bring 
up with Segall right now is his upcoming 
solo release. Sleeper, due this fall. “To be 
honest. Sleeper is a whole different thing; 
it doesn’t really have anything to do with 
Fuzz,” he says. “You know? Um. Yeah. 

But. Yeah. I was under the impression we 
were going to talk about Fuzz.” 

Whatever. Chalk that up to keeping 
it real, which is important for a garage 
rocker, especially one with the body of 
work that Segall can boast. Best to let it 
speak for itself; that’s what rock & roll is 
all about, right? Right. Yeah.

At least, that's what Tyler Jacobs wants 
you to think. While the man is no stranger 
to show biz (aside from acting on TV as 
a child, he and his brothers work on the 
Aquabats! Super Show! and Yo Gabba 
Gabbal), his latest project, events com¬ 
pany CinemAttack, is all about being part 
of the audience. 

"I've always had a huge passion for 
movies, as far back as I can remember," 
he says. "I used to make tons of home 
movies in the back yard with my brothers 
[Christian Jacobs of the Aquabats and 
Parker Jacobs of Gogo13]. I really liked the 
part when we got to get everyone around 
and make a big event to screen what we 
had made." 

For Jacobs, CinemAttack stems from 
a personal passion. "Being such a movie 
geek, it just felt natural to throw movie par¬ 
ties for a bigger audience," he says. The 
goal? To make people fall in love with going 
to movie theaters again. "There seems to 
be a really big movement right now when 
people are really excited to go out to see 
a movie that they might even already own 
on DVD—but in a theater with other people 
at an event," Jacobs says. "So even while 
fancy home theaters are on the rise and 


Hollywood struggles to fill seats, people 
still want to go out and have a really cool 
experience in a theater." 

This is why Jacobs is hosting the Scott 
Pilgrim Picture Show at the Art Theatre in 
Long Beach. "Basically, we're giving Scott 
Pilgrim Vs. the World a Rocky Horror treat¬ 
ment," he says. 

On June 14, live bands will be playing 
along with the movie, with live prompts for 
the audience. 

"The Pixies were booked. Radiohead 
had plans, and the Beatles wouldn't even 
return our calls!" Jacobs says. So he did 
the next best thing: called DJ Oldboy and a 
few local all-star bands to play the songs 
exclusively for this screening. And yes, 
audiences can yell till their throats hurt. 
There will be prizes for costumes, cool 
lights, consumption of garlic bread and 
more—exactly the kind of thing you want 
to do during a nerdy movie. 

Jacobs, who debuted CinemAttack last 
month with a screening of the cult ska doc¬ 
umentary Dance Craze, says future events 
are going to get even cooler. He's planning 
TV marathons, Q&As, curated films by very 
special guests, and outdoor events. 

And as a proud, self-identifying nerd, 
Jacbos says holding a Scott Pilgrim event 
was a no-brainer. "It's part romantic com¬ 
edy, part manga, part kung fu movie, part 
video game, and part rock concert. It's 
chock-full of music and action and is so 
incredibly dense with jokes that you can 
catch new jokes with every viewing." He 
adds, "I saw it in Austin, where [director] 
Edgar Wright was doing a Q&A. He asked 
the audience to scream every time a bad 
guy was defeated [and exploded into 
Canadian coins]. That made it so much 
more fun." 

The Rocky Horror Picture 5/70i/i/(which 
Jacobs saw 20 years ago—at the Art The¬ 
atre, natch) is the obvious inspiration for 
the CinemAttack experience, but, Jacobs 
says, "My hope for Scott Pilgrim is that the 
die-hard fans will come out, take this expe¬ 
rience that we're creating, and then make 
it their own."

The Quiet Side of 
Drinking in Fullerton 

Brian’s Beer and Billiards offers solace 
far from the maddening coeds 


T he second time I went to Brian’s 
Beer and Billiards in Fullerton, I 
sat down at the bar and flagged 
down the barkeep with those wide, atten¬ 
tive, “Hey, I’m thirsty” eyes. Even though 
the young man had presumably served a 
hundred customers since he last saw me, he 
knew what beer I wanted, what size glass 
I wanted it in and, hell, even my drinking 
partner’s order from last time: a schooner of 
Fullerton’s flnest. Bootlegger’s Palomino. 

“Hey! You have a good memory,” I said, 
surprised. lyler (as I later learned) smiled 
and shrugged it off. He may have not acted 
as though it were that big of a deal, but 
it’s a gesture that goes miles with return¬ 
ing customers. The next thing is the bar’s 
extensive beer selection, of course. Sure, it’s 
a beer joint, but you’ll barely miss the booze 
thanks to the beers on tap, bottled and 
canned. There are the dive-bar staples—the 
most popular domestics and their light 
counterparts—as well as brews from local 
boys such as Bootlegger’s. 

“We’re not like Hero’s or an 5 Thing,” the 
bartender qualifies before telling me how 
many beers the bar carries (16 on tap and 
about 30 bottled). 

“Good,” I said. Not to slight the fellow 
Fullerton bar—whose beer selection is 
amazing—but you can’t just sit down and 
enjoy your beer on your own terms on a Fri¬ 
day night due to the large crowds blocking 
every walkway, not to mention feral packs 
of squawking coeds. Go into Brian’s on a 
Friday, you’ll find coeds, but you’ll also find 
salty old bar flies and everyone in between. 

Two things stand out about this quiet 
neighborhood fave: the service and the 
atmosphere. They have an attentive cock¬ 
tail waitress on busy Friday nights—a rarity 
for many dives. She respects the sanctity of 
beer by asking you if you’re done with the 
butt of your beer before clearing the glass. 

Now for the atmosphere: If you do a 
scan from one end of the room to the other, 
you’ll see the majority of patrons with 
genuine smiles on their face. No tears in 
your beers here. The walls are lined floor 
to ceiling with, as many dives are, sports 
memorabilia (including what’s advertised 
as an actual 1922 Yankee uniform worn 
by John Goodman in The Babe). But here’s 
the thing—everything is framed. Classy. 
Along with vintage posters, you’ll also find 
taxidermy such as the elk’s and boar’s head 
and (fake) giant fish, which adds a little 
more camp to an otherwise sports-only 
bar. Go here to watch an Angels game, a Cal 
State Fullerton Titans game—even a Ducks 
game—with like-minded fans. 

Whether you’re there to watch the game 



and chow down 
or just chugging 
along as I was, 
order food from 
the attached Big 
B’s BBQ. I opted 
for two of my 
favorite appetiz¬ 
ers: fried zucchini 
and mozzarella 
sticks. The zuc¬ 
chini were soggy, 
cut thick, and 
modestly breaded; 
the mozzarella 
were much better. 
The breading was 
crispy, the cheese 
was hot and 
stringy, and they 
were served with 
celery and marinara sauce. I haven’t tried 
any of the lauded barbecue just yet, but I am 
looking forward to some ribs. 

And though the beer selection would 
prevent anyone from having to drink a 
Smirnoff Ice, I closed out the night by 
ordering one. I put the dreaded drink in 
my deep pockets and, while holding a beer 
and a to-go box, asked my man if he could 
grab my phone from my pocket because 
my hands were full. As he reached into my 
pocket, he succumbed to the great frat boy 
ritual known as “Icing,” in which you must 
chug a Smirnoff Ice immediately if you find 
one. Obliging, he got down on one knee and 
took it like an Ice Man!
